When Washington Was Little Mora 


Than Village of Mud Streets Be- 


tween 1836-1846 Austin Was 


Similar "World Capital." 


Washington, D. C.—"Austin, third 


Texas city to be imperiled by the 
forces of nature in little-more than a 
week, has played an important, but not 
generally known, part in American his- 
tory," says a bulletin from the Wash- 
'ngton, D. C., headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic society, in regard 
to the capital of Texas, the outskirts 
of which were struck by a cyclone. 


"When' Washington, capital of thg 


United States, was little more than a 
village of mud streets between 1836 
and 1846," says the bulletin, "Austin 
was a similar 'world capital,' the seat 
of government of the independent Re- 
public of Texas, which for ten years 
existed as the fellow nation of the 
United States. Ministers and special 
envoys were accredited to the re- 
public by the United States and half 
a dozen or more of the leading nations 
of Europe; and the forms and ameni- 
ties . of world diplomacy were carried 
out punctiliously in the little capital. 


"Most of the legations have been 


torn down now to make way for mod- 
erfl buildings, but traditions still lin- 
ger of the efforts of the French and 
British ministers to gain the greater 
influence with the young republic, and 
,o^the watchfulness of the representa- 
tive of the United States to see that 
no loopholes were created to facili- 
tate an attack on the Monroe doctrine. 
Descendants of some of the families 
of the diplomats are residents of the 
city today. 


Selected Like District of Columbia. 
"Like the District of Columbia, Aus- 


tin was located by special commis- 
sioners charged to select a creditable 
site for the future seat of the re- 
public's government. 
This wris Im- 


mediately after Independence had been 
won from Mexico. They chose a tract 
on the Colorado river among gently 


g hills Just • below where the 
m breaks from a range of low 


njjpnntalns.1 So the modern city, set on 
its series of heights, has for a back- 
ground a great sweep of purple hills 
that adds greatly to its scenic attrac- 
tiveness. 


"But these hills have a more utili- 


tarian aspect than that of a pictur- 
esque setting for the capital of Texas. 
In past geologic times a tremendous 
cataclysm occurred which formed a 500- 
foot cliff for 500 miles across Texas 
along the line of the eastern edge of 
these now rounded hills. This Is the 
Balcones escarpment, fast becoming a 
commonplace term In financial dis- 
tricts ; for along Its line have been dis- 
covered nearly all of the great Texas 
oil fields that have spouted and are 
spouting their millions of barrels of 
petroleum. 


"Austin preserves a memory of the 


only republic to enter the United 
States In the name of its principal 
street: Congress avenue. Along this 
thoroughfare were situated the con- 
gressional halls of the nation. At the 
head of this avenue, on the crest of 
a commanding hill, Is the present state 
capltol. Its architecture, like that of 
many other state capitols, is largely 
borrowed from the capitol at Washing- 
ton, and it is almost as extensive, be- 
ing the largest of the 48 state houses. 


"Texas, , being a sovereign nation, 


•was the only one of the states to re- 
serve for itself its public domain. One 
of the important state functions, there- 
fore, has-been the maintenance of a 
land office like that of the federal gov- 
ernment. The state capitol is a monu- 
ment of this unique condition, for the 
state was able to obtain its huge gov- 
ernment building without the expendi- 
ture of a cent of money by 'bartering' 
to a' construction syndicate a tract of 
3,000,000 acres. This was a negligible 
portion of the public domain, though 
It covered an area more than twice | 
the size of Delaware. It was kept in- 
tact for years by Its private owners 
and constituted the most extensive 
cattle ranch In existence. 


Has Huge Dam. 


"The present-day Austin is credited 


with a resident population of 35,000, 
but the presence of 5,000 students of 
the State university and the inmates 
of more than half a dozen state insti- 
tutions carries the total during the 
greater part of the year close to the 
50,000 mark. 


"Across the gorge of the Colorado 


river Just west of Austin is one of the 
largest 
of 
American dams, which 


forms In the inountaln-rlmmed can- 
yon a lake 30 miles long. It was con- 
structed by the municipality as a 
source of water and power, but with 
the numerous mountain streams empty- 
ing Into It, it constitutes a popular 
playground as well. The breaking of 
the dam a decade and a half ago Is 
the only other natural calamity that 
has befallen the city. The losses were 
confined to the river bottoms. Since 
then the structure has been replaced 
and heightened."

Valley One Continuous City? 


In an eclitoria) in the magazine section of the Los Angeles 


Times of last Sunday; John Steven McGroarty sadly predicts 
the encroachments of civilization which will mar the beauties 
of the great San Gabriel valley. It reads as follows: 


"Everybody says that at some future day—and it will be. 


much less than a,thousand years from nov/—all the land between 
the Mountain of the Arrowhead at San Bernardino and the Bay 
of Santa Monica will be one continuous city. 


"It is a thing that is said with smug complacency, and really 


in the nature of a boast. 


'' "When that day comes, as it seems certain it will, the people 


who live then will discover that a most tragic mistake has been 
made. Imagine the vast San Gabriel valley—the most fertile in 
the world—covered wholly with paved streets, concrete side- 
walk's, factories, mills, skyscrapers, bricks and iron. Not one 
foot of ground left upon which to grow a blade or grass! 


"Through the countless ages and aeons of time God sent his 


winds and his rains to wash down the granite sides of the moun- 
tains to mold the soil of the valley of San Gabriel. And, at last, 
it slept in sun and dew, a place fertile beyond the mind's imag- 
ination, waiting the plow. God made it for golden harvests, 
for fields of grain, for laden orchards, for green meadows and 
the hives of the honey bee. 


"And man came along and covered it with his streets and 


his endless city till there was not a rood of ground left where 
a green thing could grow. 


"And the picture of it then will not be nearly so lovely as 


the picture of it. now. It is easy to make a city, but only God 
can make a valley like that which stretches today between the 
Mountain of the Arrowhead and the Bay of Santa Monica." 


Parents As Teachers 


Even during the actual life of the child the development of 


the qualities that make for superiority and leadership is as much 
-the.responsibility of the parents as of the teachers. It is no 
exaggeration to say that the school simply supplements the 
home in this endeavor. 


Education is often confused with the formal methods used 


in the class room, but being educated and going to school are by 
no means synonymous. Education is largely a process of acqui- 
sition and enrichment, whatever else you may think of it. And 
it is no reflection upon the schools to say that this acquisition 
takes place to a great extent outside their walls. 


It has been said that all thought is a mirror. Perhaps this is 


something of an exaggeration. But it is an opposite truism 
when applied to the thinking of the child in his pre-school years. 
I'p to about the third year of his life the child imitates, in a 
non-purposive manner, all the actions'within the range of his 
immediate experience. 


Parents and adults especially are mimicked, but pets and 


inanimate mechanical objects are by no means excluded. 
In 


this formative period the child probably learns more in a day 
than lie will later learn in a week. The acquisition is easy and 
spontaneous. Ho far as the child is concerned, it is also aimless, 
mid it is largely a matter of imitation or absorption. 
__ It rests with the parents to give it purpose and direction. 
If the child lives with the stammerer, the child, too, will stam- 
mer. 
If the people around him speak well and correctly, the 


child win learn to use appropriate forms and sequences through 
simple imitation, and he will have nothing to unlearn later 
when the school takes np language habits. 


Resolutions On Japanese 


. Discussion of the everlasting fight necessary on insect pests 
and fungus diseases, which cost California millions, was suspend- 
ed for a moment in the series of conferences and conventions held 
in Sacramento early this month, when Senator Inman appeared 
and asked the privilege of a few words in regard to alien owner- 
ship of lands, Avhich is inimical to the interests of the people of 
California. Senator Inman made a strong appeal for justice and 
asked eastern attendants at the conferences to make'careful in- 
vestigation of the blithing effects which follow occupancy of 
California lands by the Japanese. Following Senator Inman's 
appeal the following resolution was unanimously passed: 


"Whereas, recent developments have demonstrated that Jap- 


anese farmers in the West are rapidly'gaining a strangle-hold 
on the agricultural industry and by reason of a lower standard 
of living are underselling American farmers and thereby under- 
mining this basis industry, and whereas, 


"Local and state legislation has thus far proven inadequate to 


deal with this acute problem, 
"Now therefore, be it resolved that it is the sense of this body 
representing the eleven western states most vitally affected by 
this menace, that the federal government take cognizance of the 
situation and that legislation be enacted to alleviate these condi- 
tions. 


"Be it further resolved that copies of this resolution he sent 


to the president of the United States and to all congressmen rep- 
resenting the eleven western states."

ans' Land Settlement Act.

are novv in circulation ill the hands of 
members of the American Legion, which, 
if sufficient names are obtained, will 
place a constitutional amendment on 
ths ballot and, upon the approval of 
this amendment by the people in Nov- 
ember, the entire program for the re- 
habilitation of the ex-service man in 
this state will have been made legal 
and possible. 


"With the passage also of the bond 


issue to finance this program, which al- 
so is a proposition on the ballot, the 
ox-service man will be in a position to 
secure a home or a farm at nominal 
interest and with long-time payments, 
with no expense whatever to the tax- 
payers. 


"I earnestly urge that everyone qual- 


ified to sign these petitions make it 
their duty to aid the veterans by so 
doing.''
